Our denial o f urban renewal and a minimum standards 
h o using o rdinance h ave already co st us two o f th e best to o ls 
fo r fo rging th e kind o f future we all want.

If y o u are appro ach ed to sign a petitio n 
again.st th e current state tax sy stem, y o u 
sh o uld th ink twice befo re affix ing y o ur sig­ 
nature.

kno wledge as to th e true facts.

Th e o nly t a x 
th at h as been eliminated to date is th e state 
pro perty tax o f abo ut 10.67 mills. At t h e 
same time, th e state sales tax h as b e e n 
placed in effect and th e inco me tax will be 
felt beginning Jan. 1, 1968, 
But o n th at same Jan. 1, o th er tax es 
will be go ing o ut th e windo w. Th e list o f 
th o se to be eliminated Jan. 1 includes th e 
h o useh o ld go o ds tax , h ead tax , po ll tax , 
Kerr-Mills h ead tax , th e bee tax and th e 
intangibles. .All o f th ese, co mbined wRth 
th e o ld pro perty tax , wo uld amo unt to a 


15.03 mill levy o n th e state valuatio n o f pro p­ 
erty . 
Additio nally , th e state h as pro grammed 
fo r 1968 aid to sch o o ls, cities and co unties 
th at will to tal $35 millio n. Th is is equivalent 
to an 8 .07 mill levy by state go vernment. 
Add all th ese up and y o u h ave a 23.10 mill 
levy th at wo uld be required to replace th e 
sales and inco me tax . Putting it ano th er 
way , y o u h ave a sales and inco me tax in 
place o f a 23.10 mill levy o n y o ur pro perty .
